Liiiul 
values lire a moat onuuuraging sign. l<'or 
some time there has been n gradual but 
decided rise in real estate, and the 
amount of business that is done in tliis 
line would have beiMi incredible a year or 
two ago. New building.'i .are siiringiiig up 
in all direction.^. Il has been remarked 
that new wood is tlic fashionable color in 
Victoria at present. This is an undeni- 
able sign of an incri^asi; in ))opiihition. 
People are ccuning to .-uay. 'I'liere is not 
a house to let in town, and many struc- 
tures that were considered to he piiat all 
use have been repaired and painted .and 
made to do duty in accoinmudating the 
new comers. Thu netv houses cannot be 
counted and they are for thu most part of 
a substantial character. However, Ihisre 
are exceplion.i, and this leads ii.s tu advise 
'intending bliildora— we mean, ;d' course, 
liien of means— not to commit the folly of 
putting -up houses that in a few youis 
they will bo ashamed of. Build well 
while you are about it. The city is well 
situated and oUers sites for beautiful 
houses that cannot he e.scelled on Ihe 
coast. The old Victoria style of house — 
ono-otory with vcrandali — is prutty and 
no doubt suitable for a small family; bub 
families will outgrow a house and whore 
it can be affordeda more pretentious style 
of architecture should be adopted. J'aller 
houses will add to the appearance of the 
city which should not bo allowed to look

THRILLINC EXPERIENCES AND 
BREADTH ESCAPES.

On Tuesday tnorniiig, April li'Jiul, at 
about >,):'20, an earthquake made itself ilis- 
tinctly felt over the eastern countries, mid 
especially in KsHe.x. Tlu* greatest force id" 
the shock was felt at Uolcliester and the 
immediate iieighburliood ; but many cor- 
respondents in London and ulaewliore re- 
late their experiences of the unusual sen- 
sation uf either beitig shaken thumsolvea 
or seeing that eitect upon articles of fur- 
niture and the like around thum. The 
shock was partictilarly dlsti'?cl in (."liea|)- 
side, I'Tect-itreet, and tliu Strand. 'I'ele- 
grupliic inatruiiieiita were all'ecled, and 
furnitare shaken. In 0110 largo establish- 
ment ill thu Straiul the walla iictiinlly 
swayed, and much alarm was felt by the 
employees, who ran into tho streets. At 
•JO iiiiniitea past niuo one of tho clocks at 
the establishment of iVIeaara. W. H. 
Smith it Sons in tho Strand, stopped. 
.■Vt this hour the compo.sitora at the Laiicot 
oflice felt the sliock »vith such distinctness 
that thoy one and all left their work und 
hurried into the struct, under tho iiupres- 
aiun that the bailding'Waa about to fall. 
At a bookaollor's on the south side several 
employees were idarmod, and statu that it 
appeared tu them that tho vohnuca wore 
a hunt to tumble from their shelves. 

TUIC SHOUK I.N' LONDON 
was of brief duration, and caused no ma- 
terial damage to any structure. Mrs. 
Iloriiu. of 4(1 Russell square, states lhat 
at a ([iiarter past nine the family were 
kneeling at the heclsidi;, when they stid- 
denly felt the bedstoail move gently from 
aido to side. Tho gas tittinys he-iidu tho 
mantel shelf also began to jingle, and on 
descending the staircase, soinuwhat al- 
armed, they were surprised to lind the 
chandelier in the drawing room awav ing 
to and fro. They had never before ex- 
|ierieiiced a similar auiisation. Tho mo- 
tion was from east to west, and lusted 
about half a minute. 

TUB UOU.SES OK l'AKI.I.\MKST 
the etiect of tho eurthquaka was fully ex- 
purieticud. Several olliciiila wore 111 the 
library of the house of ooimnoiis at the 
moaieiit, who atato there were violent tre- 
mours and rumbling noise. For some 
time repairs have been 111 processed ex- 
ecution in the Victoria tower which staiuls 
at tho extreme end uf tho house of lords. 
Ill one of the four piiuiaclea of the tower 
aix workmen were om[)loyed. They were 
engaged busily at their work somo little 
diataiicu apart, when thoy were all greatly 
idarmud at the sudden undulatory motion. 
They ccdlectcd together in amazement, 
and another shock coming on, thoy in- 
stantly withdrew from the pinnacle to the 
roof of tho tower, near the tla^jstatl'. 
Here thoy felt the tower vibrate, iuid thoy 
iiiimediaiely reported tlio matter, attribut- 
ing the shaking of tho tower to the wind. 
They were informed that no wind lhat 
ever blow would have tho same effect up 
on such a iii.isaive structure, and after a 
little thoy resumed thoir oporatiuns on 
tho scaffolding. 

Till-: SHOCK .\r I'OI.C-llK.STKK 

was felt about 'J ;-0, turning people who ! the ah 
had nut already risen out of ther beds, 
unrooting huuaes, ' and splitting walls. 
.About 'lO feet of the stone spire of the 
Uoiigregatioiial Church broke oil' and fell 
I with a loud crasli, partly into Lion-walk 
! and partly mi to the roof uf the church. 
I The shock coinineiiceil with a rumbling 
I sound, incretiaing in intensity for ab.oit 
I 20 seconds, until it seemed us if the 
I houses wete coining down, and then Sud- 
denly ceased. The people rushed to their 
(lours in id.irm, fearing an ox[)losion had 
occurred. At the Xortli IvaiUvay .itatiiui 
the 1):'20 train, just about to start, rocked 
.-io much that the driver was thrown (dl 
the ungiue on to the platform. Consider- 
able exciteiiioiit was created amongst the 
military, tu it was feared thutan explosion an instant 

' to tlir 



fabric was sha"ttered to tho ba.sement. The 
ett'ecl of the shock was to lift the towor 
bodily on itssotithevn side, and there is now 
n distinct ineliiialioii to the north of tlio 
rent and tissurod building. A young lady 
WHS walking iu Sheep's-head Meadow, at 
the back of the cattle, and she experienced 
no sensation of the earth moving, but saw, 
to her ustouishmeiit and cousteniatiou, a 
cottage iu Maidenhurg-street topple over 
iiud become u partial wreck, without any 
apparent cause. On the other hand, the 
gardener to Mr. Horace Green, at King's 
I'oid, distinctly felf

and saw his employer's residence apparent- 
ly totter. \ cottage on the estate was des- 
troyed — happily without injury to the oc- 
cupants. Two slight tires were caused by 
the eartbi|iiaki' ; but tlo' tire lirigade soon 

e. \tinguisln'd them. .-V correspondent dob- 
erihes till- village as having the iqipcarance 
uf II place that had been bombarded. A 
sjiecial thanksgiving service for the deliver- 
auce uf the town from destruction was held 
iu St. Looiuird's Church, Colohestor, in the 
evening. At Wyveuhoe, a ^-illago about 
tivo luileH from Colclioster, the shock wuk 
most severe, tho violence being received on 
the ipiav, at '.t:'20, at which time most of the 
elo,-ks "stopped. Mr. ir. T. Cuthhelt, a 
Viu lit di-corator, facing the quay, had his 
house so si-vcrely damaged as to iicccssitato 
his rciuovul until repairs are executed. The 
cdiiiunoy st.-icks fell through the roof, the 
walls of the house were cra<d;ed, and two 
piim-s uf glass in a window were- sniasUcd. 
I'he .Vuclior public-house, in common with 
tile wliole id the houses facing the cpiay, 
hud alsio its ehimnoy stack demoliahod. 
Mra. Ham, tlie landlady, states that she 
heard a loud rumbling noise at ubout 9:IU). 
She thought it \vas ou explosion ou Ijpard a 
n'teamboat, which had jtlst Tjoea jnobred in 
the C'ohie, and took no nblico, but when 
she saw, iipoii looking uj), tho uieu ou dock 
as usual, she Undted elscswhero for the 
ciuse of thu luiise. I'lien she heard the 

f. Ul of bricks, and next the smashing of 
glass, and, looking around, she saw that a 
number of buttles of spirits, lemonade, etc., 
had fall, -11 un tla^ lloor.

Ill all directions fallen chimneys and pop 
tiona of buildiiiga were visible, iiiid for 
some inonieiitH one was in coiisidorable 
danger in walking through the streets. 
The lOlepiiant and Castle public liouae at 
lleadgate was coii.sidernbly shaken, a gii|) 
being made hetweeii it and the next 
house; the wilidow-silla were bunt by the 
force uf the shock into the form of asemi- 
circlu, and cracks were made in tho walls. 
The shock of the earthijuako caused the 
two houses to gap wide apart, and tliiui as 
suddenly close togother again. Two groat 
stacks fell through the roof of St. Lena 
ard's X'icrage, Ur. .Manning, the vicar, 
liimaelf having ;i narrow osoape. While 
in his cluirch two of the candlesticks uii 
the altar v/ere ovortlirown, but the build- 
ing itsulf eacapBil injury. In the couater- 
natioii ensuing upon the lirst alarm, Mra. 
Dovu, wife of u trudesiuaii in Magdalen 
street, rushed out of her house aiul was 
struck on the liuiid by the falling bricks, 
and she suataiiiod such a fracture that she 
lies in a serious state. Reports from 
Nowtoiifiulda, a distant suburb of the 
town, bring intelligence that a child was 
killed by the falling dflir'ai, but beyond 
tlioao caati.alties no personal injury ap 
pears to have been sustained, although 
many narrow eacapea are reported. This 
remarkable immunity may be accounted 
for by the fact that very few persons were 
out of doors at thu time, being for the 
most part at breakfast, and ciiiisu(|ueiitly 
iu tho lower rooms of their houses, it 
can only be owing to this fortunate cir- 
cumstance that no injury wiia caused to 
the iiimatoa by the falling chimney stacks. 
The North RaiWay station swayed to and 
fro, and the carriage of a tniiii which was 
about to start — the OiL'O express to Loii- 
lion — rocked, and were upheaved as if on 
the sea.

The osciUatiou was so 
groat that clocks -were stopped and poojjle 
were thrown out bod. Herbert Jolnisoii, 
s:)ii of Mr. iIohiiKou, plumbtir, etc., Lioii- 
walk, was standing nt his father's doiu' 
looking at the Lion-walk church when the 
shoidj came. He hmw thu sjiire rent assund- 
er, witnessed the air tilled with tho descend- 
ing masmiry, yet was .so torriliod that he 
was rivitted to the spot, and ono of the 
largo blocks of stone f(dl at his very feet. 
A cousideiablo quantity of the masonry fell 
clear of the church itself and descended in- 
to the graveyard, demolishing the tomb- 
stones, and oonvorting the onclosnre into 
a wreck. Other portions of the dobris fell 
upon the roof above tho north aisle of tlio 
(diurcli, and crashing through, paused frag- 
uieiitK of broken slate to ruin in all ilirec- 
tioii.s. At least from IKteeu to twenty feet

clock stopped. Thu signal box at Oholiiis- 
ford railway statiiui, which ataiida at gruat 
elevation, visibly waved from side to aide 
111 the air, and ihe sigiiidiuan waa bumpuil 
once or twice against the apparatus. A 
patient at tho Chel iiisfortl and West Essex 
inliriiiary was frightened at the dislurh- 
aiice, the building hciUL.' agiltited for sov- 
eial Jiecoudsaiid the furniture and build- 
ing shaken. In Coggesliall quito a panic 
louk place .at the national school among 
the girls, who wert^ at their lessons in the 
school room on thu lirst floor. A.s aooii aa 
thoy felt the shock they rushed pell mell 
fur the stairs, the consequence being that 
several of them fell and others tumbled 
over them. Several wore through this 
rathei badly injured, but no bonos wore 
broken.

.A Sudbury correapondent states that 

two shocks of earthipiaku in ([iiick succes- 
sion, wuru felt cbuut nine o'clock. \t St. 
I'utoi-'s church t he congregation thought 
the building had been struck by ligliLiiing; 
and, altliuugli thu oliMgy tried to calm 
thum, thoy ran out of the building in tur- 
rur. The piers were soon to vibrate, and 
the floors to oscillate, windows clattered, 
and a' loud rumbling waa heard. In 
dwelling houses thu furniture ahuuk, hells 
rang, tiiid tmiviiblo articles wore diajilaced. 
I'aasonger.s on thu railway were alurnied 
by the carriagus rocking. Similar reports 
have been received from the neighboring 
villagoa. The shock waa generally felt 
ihroiiglioiit East Suffolk, except over the 
low lying land botween Ualusworth and 
Southw'old. The shock of the earthquake 
waa distinctly fult in Cambridge, Bishop's 
Stortfurd, Northampton, and Ipswich. In 
the last of these places much damage was 
done . 

'The shock was distinctly felt in Birm- 
ingham. 

At Bristol, ill the southern and lowland 
parts of tho city, thu earthquake waa felt. 
Thu vibratiyii was felt along the course of 
the Avon. Uue gentleman states that he 
was in bed at the time, and for two seconds 
tin; budatuad awayed about so much that 
lie waa th(U-i)Uglily alarmed. A roaidciit 
id, tho north aide of the river atatoa that 
the vibration was accompanied by a rumb- 
ling sound like the passing of a heavy 
waggon. 

The shock was felt severely at Meldon 
and Witham, several doors being opened 
and bella rung, while tho walls of honaos 
were sensibly moved. The driver of tho 
I\laldon train said his engine "ruckud like 
a reed." A window at the Maldou post- 



oflice was broken by the oscillation of the 
building. A mill of Mr. Dixon, at Wick- 
hum, wiia also damaged. 

The eartlKjuake extuiuled as far west in 
Northampton county town, and was dis- 
tinctly folt also at Portsmouth.

The mo.-il |)iuvaleiil diseuae aiiioiig thts 
horaei< during tho year was catarrh, but 
the class which gave rise to the largest 
number of adimasions was that of the loco- 
motory a|i|)ar,itu8, cilielly sprains, coii- 
tusion,'?, |iiiiicl ores, and exostosis (splint). 
The most fatal diseases were thoae of- the 
respiratory apparatus, and next lo them 
of tlie locoiiietory ; almost all of the mor- 
tality of the latter appears under tho head 
of "destroyed." Tho most frequent cause 
of casting was "old age." Out of a total 
of 1,1.'57 cast there were 737 accounted for 
under this head, whose average length of 
service was twelve years and a half. Lami 
nitis, laryngismus, travicular disease, 
ai)raiii3, and aiiii-inia are among tho more 
freiiueiit causes nf ciisting It is satisfac- 
tory to find that ophthalmia does not ap- 
pear as the cause iu a single instance; in- 
deed, tho prevalence of disease of the eye 
is remarkably small in the Service, only 
102 adiiiiaaions having occurred in the 
whole force during the course of the year. 
A table of Uio admissions and mortality 
by ages shows tho greatest amount of 
cases to occur among horses of four years 
of age, probably from the number brought 
into the Service at that age, in whom dis- 
ease arises fiMiu the change nf diet and 
treatment. The sickneaa appears to de- 
crease till the age of eleven or twelve, 
when it again rises, but not to such an ex- 
tent as at four years. Tho mortality also 
is highest at the same age, and does not 
rise so high again till sixteen; but the 
iiuinbers are still too small to justify any 
positive deductions from them or to fur- 
nish a roliable average. — United Seri'ice

General Ciiilos Ayiuio, the lender 
of the iusuireclion in Cuba ia ilc- 
Bcribed us a baiulsomo youug mau 
of 28. He is of meiliuiu height, bus 
black curliug hair, and a small luouHtaL-U..- 
whicb turns up at the ends, with a largo 
slouch hat, worn with the eustciiiiary Span- 
ish grace, he ia the beuu ideal uf a bandit. 
He is of excellent family, and aniony the 

-ibraveBl'of the braro. ^Vhen only M years 
of age„he took part iu tliL-Yara iu.sni ri etion. 
He.tpok'part iii the insurrection led by Gen- 
eral Calixto Garcia, the last before thii.t iu 
which he is uo^ ;eDgaged. 

Being takeu prisoner he was held iu cap- 
tivity at Havana. He subsoiiututly \s'ent 
to New York, iu ISS'2, in order to obtain 

■ funda for another revolt. Iu this object he 
failed, but nevertheless returned to Cuba 
aud raised the standard of revolt at Cion- 
fuegos, with but a handful uf nieu arounil 
him. This was iu N'ovmnber, IH.S'J, when 
ho bogau a series of exploits whieli are 
uioniorable. One of these was his attaek 
on Caiiuito, a town in the disiriet of Guim s. 
He embarked in a boat at ('ieuajjn de Lajj- 
atra, aiid landed at Caimito with but eiyht 
m^a* The town was.ocoapied by Spnnisli 

«;;trobpsraiid the daring' young officer aud 

C^yf UtOe band were conjpelled to retreat. 
They were pursued by five thousand soUUers 
but safely re-embarked aud returned to 
Cieuaga. Aguoro continued to niuiulaiu 
positious iu Colon and Cienfuego, the rich- 
est districts iu Cuba, eighteen months, 
whou he left the island aud landed at Key 
West. He immediately proceeded to New 
. York, to coufer with the Cuban Kevohi- 
tionary Committee, aud prepare a new ex- 
peditiou. When the Spaniard became 
' aware of his intentions, they asked hiw ex- 
tradition from the United States govern- 
ment,, .which was refused. He left Ki^y 
Wegt April. 1, 188d, with an expedition com- 
posed of twenty-seven men, supplied with 
arms, ammunition and dynamite. The 
United States revenue vessel Dix pursued 
the expedition, but returned without hav- 
ing overtaken it . A landing was atVeotod 
at Cardenas, April 'S. He and an army of 
considerable si/.e are encamped in tlie 
Bwanip.s of Zapata, and il does not appear 
that tlie Spanish fori'cs operating against 
him are capable of capturing him and his 
baud. He seems to be able to keep a large 
force iu check, aud the number of men lui- 
der.his command is increasing. The in- 
habitants of the region is which he is oper- 
.ating are believed to be iu favor of the c ause 

. ;oi jOubiin indepeiidenoe. For the iiuri)(>se 
of assisting Aguoro, expeditions have lieen 

t)'retpari)ag' in Mexico, Santo Domingo, Cu- 
ombia and Jamaica. The principal orgau 
' of the Aguero movement is El Separatista, 
a weekly journal published in Now York. 



The Bi-i<lc-Cakc. 

(London ljueon.l 
According to one popular explanation, 
we have in the bride cake a survival of the 
old Romnu form of marriage by "Confar- 
reatio," or eating together. It appiars 
thai at a mai riage cereuionN nf ilun kuui, 
oflferiugs of a cake and a sh''e[> wcri' maile 
to the gods. The skin of the sheep was 
spread over two chairs, upon wliieli the 
bride and bridegroom sat down with their 

' heads uncovered^ Then the marriage was 

• fcoinpleted in the presence of the I'oiitelix 
Maximus and ten witnesses, after whicli 
another sacrifice was ull'ered. A calie was 
made of far and mola salsa by vestal virgins, 
andrwaB carried before the bride when she 
was conducted to the residence uf Ikm- hus- 
band. It is by no means clear, however, | 
that we have adopted the custom from the 
Romans, iuasmuch as the same iiraetice, 
under various forms, has existed from time 
immemorial among remote savages or senii- 
civilized jjoople, who cannot be supposed 
to have obtained it from the Uoniaus, 
Thus, Sir John Lubbock, in bis "Origin of 
Oivilizatiou" (1870, p. 8.')), tells us how 

-an^ong. the Iroquois, the bride and briili - 
groom iised to partake togeilu rof a i;ake 
of '.'Sagomitej " which the bridi^ otVn i d to 
her hiisbgncl. The Figi Islanders have a 
very similar custom, .\mong the Tipper- 
ahs, one of the- hill tribes of Chittugong, 
the bride prepares some drink, sits on her 
lover's kuee, drinks half, and gives him the 
other half; they afterwards crcjok t(jgi thcr 

'their little fingers. In one form or another 
ii similar custom is found among most of 
the. hill tribes of India. The true deriva- 

■ tion of the bride-cake, therefore, ispiobably 
to be sought, not so much in the old Ro- 
man marriage ri^t of "Confarreatio."

Lcflt-IInndcd IflnrriaKeof GraiKl 
Duke Ilessc-Dariiistadt. 

History of the B^-icle and Bi-ldc- 
Gi'ooih. 

BKiti.is', May 0. — The great social sen- 
sation of Court circles is that Louis IV., 
Grand Duko o{ Hcsae-Uarniatadt, the son- 
in-law of Queen Victoria, has suddenly 
and secretly concluded a left-hauded mar- 
riage with the Countess . Alexandrine 
Czapski, daughter of a Russian chamber- 
lain, Count Adam Caapski. She is thirty 
years old and of extraordinary beauty. 
She was formerly the wife of a llussiau 
Secretary of Legation, Do Kaleniiue, and 
was lately divorced. The ceremony look 
place in April 30th, after the ritual mar- 
riage of his daughter^' the Priaeeas Vic- 
toria, with Prince Louis of Battenberg. 
This left-handed marriage has caused the 
greatest sensation in the palace of the 
Ouwn Prince, for the Grand Duke was 
tho intended husband of Princess Beatrice 
of England, but tho rejection of the bill 
peruiitting marriage with a deceased wife's 
sister prevented the alli'aiice. 

A QGBMAN PKINCKLINO. 

Louis IV.. of Hoaae-Darmatudt.ia chief- 
ly roniarkablo for having been the hus- 
band of Princess Alice and father of 
IViucesa Victoria, who married another 
Gorman princsling last week. He is -17 
years old, , and .has the rank of colonel in 
a Prussiaii regiriient. Wheti hU married 
Princess Alice she brought him a dowry 
of t'30,000,besidea an allowance of £0000 
a year contributed by the British taxpay- 
ers. Queen Victoria granted him the 
prefix of "his Royal Highness," and also 
created him a Knight of tho Garter. 
These favors w^re no doubt highly 
esteemed, .is tho reigning family of Hesse 
are not possessed of iiiuoh private property 
and are depoiulent almost entirely upon 
the grant of the civil list, amounting to 
§o07,000, including allowance to the 
princes, brothers and uncle of tiie Oniiid 
Duke. Louis was left a widower in 1878. 
Lie had seven children, live of whom are 
living.

Feudal counts and landgraves once 
rilled the country known as Heaae-Darm- 
atadt and waged war against tho other 
German priiicelinga to their hearts' con- 
tent over queationa of etiquette and such 
like matters. Now their punctiliou&nesa 
remains, but their power of cutting each 
other's throats at will Iiaa been curtailed 
by their gradual absorption into the Oer- 
amn empire. The lino of Uesae-Darm- 
stadt waa founded in 1557 by George L, 
youngest son of Philip the Magnanimous. 
The country is a little larger than half the 
State of Connecticut, and b}- shrewd triin- 
miiiy tho Grand Dukes have inaiiagod to 
lelam iheir independence. During liie 
French revolution much of thoir territory 
was loat, but it was more than regained by 
the treaty of Luneville in 1801. Louia 1. 
sided with Napoleon - against' Austria in 
1813, but joined the allies after the battle 
of Leipsic on condition of being left iu 
possession of his newly-acquired poaaea- 
siona. In 1815 some more little bits of 
land on the left bank of the Rhino wore 
added to the dukedom. The revolution 
of 18 18 extorted ,froni the Grand Duke 
the right of trial by jury.
